Jteeipe Book.—Bruise or make your rhubarb 
fine, and put into a Urge tub. To every peck 
of pulp add three quarts of water; then let it 
stand forty-eight hours, strain it off and add one 
pound of sugar to every quart of syrup; stir it 
well and toast a piece of bread; spread over it 
a little balm and put it into the liquor ; let it 
itand over night, then put it into your barrel; 
keep filling it up as it works until it is done ; 
then take one quart out and put in one ounce 
of isinglass; to color it, add a little burnt su. 
gar; bung it up well and iet it stand until 
Christmas; then bottle it up and it is fit for 
use. Before bottling add a little brandy.
